Nitrogen as Organic Matter

LL 
vegetable 
m atter 
contains 
Borne nitrogen. 
The plants that 
die and fall back upon the soli 
gradually become covered with earth 
and undergo a process of decay. Their 
nitrogen is changed to the nitrate 
form and again used by other plants. 
The manure which the farm er hauls 
to the field and plows under bas to 
pass through the same changes. 
The element nitrogen, one of the 
most im portant to the best plant 
growth, 
really travels 
in a circle. 
First, ammonia is formed by the de- 
cay of organic matter. 
This is then 
changed to a nitrate which is used by 
plants, and when the plant dies and 


decays the nitrogen is again ready to 
go through the same changes. 
On 
the farm, however, there Is a steady 
loss of this elem ent; tom e of the 
crops are hauled away and sold. Th,j 
nitrogen, as well as the phosphorous 
and potassium they contain is car 
ried away with them. 
These three 
elements must be returned to the soil, 
or It will become poorer from year to 
year. As the soil loses Its plant food, 
the yield will decrease until it no 
longer pays to grow the crops. 
The 
land is then said to be worn out or 
exhausted.

Our rural popula­ 
tion of 49,000.000 people, including the 
39,000.000 who live on farms, with the 
exception of those 
fortunate rura. 
dwellers in one or two exceptional 
states, which regard the health of the 
country as alro Important, receive very 
little state health protection and main­ 
tain no local protective system of their 
own against contaminated local milk, 
meat. «h»ll.fiah. fish 
or 
vegetables. 


Moreover. only a small 
number of 
these rural Inhabitants are safeguard­ 
ed, by competent Inspection, against 
polluted water supply or sewage dis 
posal methods dangerous to health 
and life. 


Do not use red cedar as a wind 
break tree near the orchard. It gives 
a harbor to one stage of the apple 
rust which is very Injurious to apples 


Cleanliness should be fb s first ob­ 
servance around and In the watering 
places of stock.
